The Deal with Georgetown U. 
Provides Temporary Reprieve

T he dea I w i ih G corgc town U n ivcrsity 
was finally decided and signed on Sept. 22. 
Mount Vcmon College will be receiving 
$6.5 million in increments over the next 
three years. 

The agreement has two parts: a con- 
ventional loan and a [dan to ensure ihc 
*\, r oi derly winding down oT Mount Vcr- 
non ’sal lairs if the college is unable to repay 
the loan.” Indeed, while the seen re ni cm of 
die loan is surely a positive thing ii must be 
remembered that this has to be paid hack. 

Anyone who attended the town meet- 
ing last spring will recall that the original 
amount to he loaned was $5,5 million and 
the $1 million increase is due to a lower - 
than - expected enrol Imeni this fall 

Georgetown loaned Mount Vernon 
$850,000 last year. A unit trust of $1,4 
million was raised over the [last two years 
and must now also be paid back. This in- 
cluded loans from George Washington U. 
and the Meyer Foundation, as well as gener- 
ous loans 1 rom the trustees and other corpo- 
rations, 

$ L5 mi 1 1 ion will be going to the build * 
ings. which will surely come as a relief to 
those students living on campus. According 
to I dafney Green, director of operations anti 
personnel the Building and Grounds Com- 
mittee, composed of board members, staff 
and a student representative Stacy Rbodd f 
has created a tentative schedule for repairs 
over the next three years. 

All of the hilt dorms, the academic 
buildings and the chapel are charted for 
repairs, each varying in its degree of critical 
need. Pelham Hall, however, is on a sched- 
ule of its own and (he first thing it will 
receive is a structural assessment. 

Repairs have already begun with 
improvements or replacement of boilers in 
Somers Hall and the gym. The chapel 
restrooms have also been restored. While 



the Admissions office was nearly finished, 
the real problem is the patio above it. outside 
Post Hall - which needs to lie resurfaced. 

'T he main concerns with all the build- 
ings arc prevention of water damage, and 
making sure all the buildings have heat and 
water. One of (he lirsl lessons in interior 
design was dial all buildings arc under great 
gravitational strain all the time and that they 
arc always eroding. Fortunately, Mount 
Vernon now has the money to shore up these 
corroding buildings. Anyone with problems 
should give a work order the their Resident 
Director, and lbti.se with suggestions should 
contact R hot Id. Most repairs this year will be 
si rue Una I and cosmetic improvements arc 
expected to begin next year. 

$ 1 ,8 million will be used for increas- 
ing enrollment and for various academic 
programs. According to the plan, another 
$ 1 ,85 million will be retained in 2003 so that 
no more loans will be necessary. 

T he loan will be repaid by increasing 
enrollment, and fundraising such as die Capiiol 
Campaign, which will begin next year. 

One question is how did Mount Ver- 
non get into this unfortunate position of 
having to seek a loan from another institu- 
tion, something that has never been done 
before. Dr. Gcisclman explained that it was 
a combination of factors, including the bad 
economy, the decline in the number of 
women of college age, and changes in the 
administration. 

Dr. Gcisclman went on to say that, 
"...the entire ten year agreement is an effort 
on our part to strengthen our enrollment, 
increase our development work, including a 
Capiiol Campaign to repay the loan, and to 
continue to enhance the academic program. 
The agreement gives us a new lease on life - 
a new opportunity to bring Mount Vcmon 
College to its rightful place in higher educa- 
tion, an important college of women in the 
nation’s capitol”
